We 
might, therefore, expect immediately a 
series of drastic, retaliatory discrimina-

‘countries, This will drive our surplus 
,into narrower: market channels and 
force even further price reductions with 
consequent incrases in the burdens of 
| the equalization tax. 


Would Devastate Farm Areus. 
Lastly, and most important, in con- 


nection with this aspect of the bill as, 


‘an aid to our foreign competitors, the 
measure will inevitably devastate many 
‘of our important farm areas. For in- 
stance, the board is expected to obtain 
| higher prices for the American farmer 
|for corn by removing the surplus from 
| the home‘market and dumping it over 
‘our borders at a lower level of prices. 
In other words, the hog grower in On- 
'tario, Canada, may buy American corn 
at a very much lower level than the 
hog grower in the State of Ohio Both 
being situated equally as to the Euro- 
pean market for their pork produgts, 
we shall see immediately the migration 
of the Ohio hog industries across the 
border into Canada with consequent 
losses to our pork industry oy this 
Canadian competition, 
Likewise the dumping of cheaper 
American, feeds for Dutch and Scandi- 
navian prodycers of dairy products 
further subsidizes them in direct com- 
etition with the American industry

Cites Cotton Manufacturers. 


To take another illustration, our cot-{ 
ton manufacturing industry, which 
now has some 18,400,000 spindles tn the 
cotton-growing States and 16,400,000 in 
the New England States, has been in a 
precarious condition for several years. 
Further handicaps imposed upon it by 
this bill might spell its rain and the 
consequent serious crippling of our en- 
tire cotton-growing belt. Under this 
bill it would be quite conceivable that 
foreign mills could obtain American 
cotton for prices substantially less than 
those paid by domestic mills. Foreign 
mills could ship cotton goods to this 
country in spite of the tariff, since the 
equalization fee in this measure is not 
applied to cotton fabrics. Furthermore, 
foreign .mllls would undoubtedly® cap- 
ture our existing export markets for the 
600,000,000 square yards which we ship 
abroad annually, valued at over §75.- 
000,000 The very serious hardships 
thus inflicted upon the narly 500,000 
wage earners in the cotton manufac- 
turing industries and the consequent 
linpairment of their consumption of 
farm produce, as well as of the raw 
cotton in the mills, would be indeed a 
tragic, if not disastrous, episode. 

All of this assumes that the foreign 
countries will permit the carrying out 
of the plan, but many of those coun- 
tries are interested in the production 
of thetr own agricultural industries and 
will not hesitate to impose higher tariff 
duties or antidumping laws to prevent 
such undue depression of their own 
markets. Furthermore, they would be 
inclined to institute discrimmatory 
measures in favor of our competitors 
by way of retaliation. The markets 
for our surpluses would thus be limited 
if not fatally obstructed. To stake the 
future prosperity of American agricul-

An effort has been made to create | 
the impression that the present bill is 
an important concession to my recom- | 
mendations for the control] of agricul- 
tural surplus. It has been emphasized |

$4,500,000 Mount Vernon 
Road Act in Number; 
Monuments Aided. 


$15,000,000 FOR VETERANS 


President Coolidge yesterday signed 
31 legislative acts, the most important 
of which was the Jones merchant ma- 
rine bill to further develop an Ameri- 
can merchant marine, to assure its 
permanence in the transportation of 
the foreign trade of the United States 
and for other purposes. 

The President also signed the act 
providing for a memorial highway be- 
tween Mount Vernon and the Ariington 
Memorial Bridge. 

Another measure signed by the Pres- 
ident authorizes an appropriation of 
$15,000,000 for additional hospitaliza- 
tion for mentally afflicted World War 
veterans. 

The merchant marine bill which 
finally was adopted by Congress and 
sent to the White House was a compro- 
mise measure which included the sa- 
lient features demanded by both the 
House and the Senate. It forbids the 
United States Shipping Board to 
any government-owned vessel except 
by favorable vote of five members of 
the board and carries a provision for 
gradual replacement of antiquated gov- 
ernmert-owned merchant 
modern vessels.

Asked by Senator Bratton (Democrat), 
New Mexico, if he was willing to leave 
the committee and the country in doubt 
and with suspicion about Politics, 
Hale said:

‘NOW FOR A MERCHANT MARINE. 


The Jones-White shipping bill has been 
signed by President Coolidge. The measure 
as passed by the Senate provided for con- 
tinuance of' Government operation of the 
shipping lines. The House added amendments 
for the encouragement of private operation 
and in conference the House amendments were 
accepted. The Jones-White act, 
while providing for continued Government 
ownership and operation of lines not yet fully 
self-sustaining, aims at the eventual creation 
of a privately owned. and operated merchant 
marine. . 

The long-continued controversy as ito 
whether the embryo American merchant 
marine shall be operated by the Government 
or by private enterprise has been brought to 
a happy conclusion. The Government has no 
more right to be in the shipping business than 
in the grocery business. Government opera-

Without saying. One of the leading can- 
didates for the Republican nomination 
represents the “farm relief” movement. 
The agricultural States have been con- 
vinced that the McNary-Haugen bill is 
tot only just and right, but is the only 
possible means of placing American agri- 
culture upon an even footing with indus- 
try and transportation. These States are 
Republican in politics. They can not be 
expected to accept such a blow as has 
been delivered without feeling bitter re- 
sentment and a determination to retali- 
ate. Politicians will not fail to fan this 
flame of anger. The farm States have a 
rallying point in the person of Gov. Low- 
den, an attractive, able, and honest man 
whose political strength is already mani- 
fest. 

“The Republican candidate having the 
largest number of delegates at this time 
is Herbert Hoover, who is as strongly 
opposed as President Coolidge to the Mc- 
Narv-Haugen bill. Mr. Hoover has al- 
ready felt the opposition of Indiana farm- 
ers, and the supporters of the McNary- 
Haugen bill have made it their business 
to picture him throughout the farm belt 
ag the special enemy of the agricultural! 
industry. If this campaign has been ef- 
fective, the nomination of Mr. Hoover 
would reveal dangerous weakness in 
States where Republican majorities are 
indispensable to national victory. 

Thus the Republican party faces an 
extremely dangerous situation, at a time 
when the Democratic party is knitting to- 
gether in support of a candidate whose 
popularity in all parts of the country is 
sweeping aside all party opposition. Are 
the Republicans to nominate a man who 
sponsors the McNary-Haugen bill, which 
arouses the intense antagonism of con- 
sumers all over the country? Or are they 
to nominate a man who may arouse the 
opposition of Republican farm States? 

It is not the habit of the Republican 
party to invite defeat. The bitter exper!- 
ence of 1912 was enough to last most 
Republicans a lifetime. They will not 
split their party if patience and ingenuity 
can find a way out. Their custom in such 
an emergency as this has been to compro- 
mise by choosing a dark horse and adoupt- 
ing a platform that could be read intel- 
ligibly either forward or backward. It 
remains to be seen whether the party 
has lost its cunning or whether, in spite 


of its efforts, the country will make a 
change, on general principles. But the 
average man, who looks to the Govern- 
ment to protect him against exploitation, 
can not but feel that there is already in 
‘the White House as good a President as 
either party could wish. 


IN THE RIGHT PLACE.

Transcontinental Air Transport, Int., organ- 
ized recently for the purpose of providing 48- 
hour coordinated train and plane coast-to-coast 
travel, has announced that Col. Charlies A. 
Lindbergh will become chairman of its tech- 
nicalecommittee. “All matters concerning 
choice of equipment, fields, general service, fly 


ing routes and safety appliances,” according to | 


the announcement, “will come under the 
authority of the committee, which will be made 
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The Jones-White bill provides for an in- 
crease of the Shipping Board's construction 
loan fund from $125,000,000 to $250,000,000 
and authorizes loans from this fund up 
three-fourths of the cost of a vessel at com- 
paratively low interest rates. It liberalizes the 
postal subvention policy as a result of which 
it is estimated that $7,500,000 will be paid 
annually to American shipping companies in 
connection with contracts for carrying the 
mails. In addition, the measure provides that 
ships may be sold by the vote of five of the 
seven members of the Shipping Board instead 
of requiring a unanimous vote. 

The latter provision is of great importance, 
since it promises to facilitate the disposal of 
ships. That the administration proposes that 
this clause shall have meaning is indicated by 
two recent appointments to the Shipping Board 
to succeed members who had opposed the sale 
of Government ships. 

Creation of an American merchant marine 
will now proceed apace, several operators 
have been awaiting enactment of satisfactory 
legislation to set in motion plans for acquisi- 
tion of certain Government The 
Transoceanic Corporation is expected to renew 
its request for a construction loan for the four- 
day vessel project, despite the fact that the 
Shipping Board _ several! char- 
acterized this specific project as impracticable.

Each of these statements may be 
freely conceded to be literally correct, and 
yet, when combined, they do not convey fully 
the greatness of Rossetti in either of the arts 
which he practiced.

Leland Stanford University and former presi- 
dent of the American Medical Association. 
The American Medical Association, the Metro- 
politan Life Insurance Co. and the United 
States Public Health Service are among the 
agencies that will cooperate. The officers of 
the committee include some of the leading 
members of the medical profession. 

It is a healthy sign that those primarily 
interested in medicine as a profession have 
interested themselves in present conditions. 
As Dr. Wilbur points out, $5,000,000,000 Is 
expended annually on medical treatment. Ags 
much more is invested in hospitals and other 
equipment. A million persons are engaged 
in curing and preventing disease. The fact 
remains, as the medical profession acknowl- 
edges, that many persons are not receiving 
needed medica] attention at a price within 
their mgans. At the same time, it is con- 
tended, physicians as a group are not earn- 
ing adequate incomes, and hospitals. and 
equipment for scientific research are lacking. 

The committee in its preliminary statement 
expresses the hope that it can work out a 
plan whereby medica] treatment may be made 
more easily available and less .expensive. 
This is a fertile field of research and there 
is good reason. to expect that progress will be

MOTORIZED CAVALRY.

Overman Defends His People. 


Heflin admitted he had no proo.,, « it 
said the people of Nortn Carolina 
handling the situation “do not get 
interested unless there is money in it.” 

“The men who were subpenaed,” re- 


plied Overman with much show of sin- 
cere feeling for the people of his State, 
“all testified that they did not have 
any money. They are as responsible 
and high-toned men as there are in 
the senator's State or any other State 
of this Union. I am sorry -hat the 
senator has brought this matter up 
again. After he first made his charges 
I said nothing because I thought there 
might be something in them. But the 
committee has gone to North Carolina 
and examined these good men and 
they swore tney had no money. 

“Does the Senator think it is right for 
him now to charge that these men who 
have taken an oath upon the book of 
the Holy Evangels of Almighty God, 
that they had no money, swore falsely 
and contrary to the facts in the case. 


Calls Charges Improper. 


“It is improper, it seems to me, after 
the investigation made by the commit- 
tee for the senator to make these 
charges when these men can not be 
heard.” Overman added a few mo- 
ments later. “1 say that such a course 
is unfair apd improper, particularly 
when these men can not defend them- 
selves.” 


It was at this point that the ap-/ 


plause and Heflin’s threat to throw the 
offender out enlivened the proceedings. 
Heflin then continued his usual] line 


of attack against Smith, repeating thac. 


the Smith fund was nearer $10,000,000 
than $100,000 testified. to so far by wit- 
nesses from various parts of the coun- 
try. 

Senator Bratton, one of the Demo- 
cratic members of the committee, who 
went to Raleigh, N. C., this week, called 
upon Heflin to give some concrete evi- 
dence of the charges he was making.

Simmons Outlines Stand. 


Senator Simmons, who is now 
actively fighting for his political life in 
his own State, entered the debate and 


made an impassioned speech in defense | 


of his position. He did not impugn the 
testimony of Smith leaders in North 
Carolina, who had testified before the 
committee, but he said it was the gen- 
eral belief in North Carolina that much 
money was being spent by the Smith 
organization. 

The veteran senator, who is now 74. 
denounced Gov. Smith's candidacy and 
breathed defiance to hi, political ene- 
mies in tlie State. Apparently the 
action of the Democratic State commit- 
tee on Saturday in voting down his 
request to have extralegal primaries 
held wasa great disappointment to him, 
for he said that if his plan had been 
indorsed Smith would have been de- 
featea four or five to one. He was ap- 
prehensive over the coming party cau- 
cuses on Saturday, though he predicted 
that Smith would be overwhelmingly 
beaten if the voters turned out. 


Stands by His Convictions. 


Simmous took the floor twice during 
Heflin’s prolonged speech. He said that 
Democrats had asked him to restrain 
his attacks on the Smith candidacy be- 
cause the New York governor was cer- 
tain of the nomination. But he de- 
clared that he would rather bo stripped 
of all honors which the people of North 
Carolina had heaped upon him in the 
past than surrender his convictions. 

The senator characterized as untrue 
the testimony of one of the witnesses 
before the Senate committee which 
was to the effect that the alleged 
Tammany plan to organize the State 
was in reality the same plan which 
Simmons had used in his campaign 
against Gov. Kitchen years ago. Sim- 
mons criticized Smith’s candidacy 
from various angles, said none knew 
where the New York governor stood 
on national issues and. added that the 
Temocrats would be handicapped’ in 
the national campaign in discussing 
Teapot Dome and scandals of the Re- 
publican administration. 


Heflin Insists on Talk. 


The Republican answer would be, 
Simmons said, “Look at Tammany.” 

“The only question raised by. the 
candidacy of Al Smith,” continued 
Simmons, “is whether we shall have 
the barroom, liquor or prohibition.” 

Heflin continued his speech so long 
that both Senator Curtis, the Repub- 
lican leader, and Senator Warren.

Three questions concerning the above 
hand; score love-all. How many can 
you answer?

1. What should South (Dealer) 
clare holding the above hand? 

2. What should North (Third Hand) 
declare with it; South having bid one 
Diamond and West having passed? 

3. What should East (Fourth Hand) 
declare with it; South having bid one 
Club, West having doubled and North 
having passed? 

THE ANSWERS. 

1. One Diamond. No Trump is not 
advisable because of the worthless sin- 
gleton in Clubs; neither Major is 
strong enough to bid. But the hand 1s 
too strong to pass and the Diamond 
suit is slightly stronger than either of 
the Majors: also there is less danger in 
bidding a weak four-card Minor than 


de- 


bidding a weak four-card Major. 

2. Two Diamonds; there is a good 
chance of game at Diamonds with this 
hand to assist an initial Diamond bid. 
No Trump is tempting because South, 
starting with a Diamond, bid without 
the Ace or Jack of that suit, surely has 
King-Queen of Diamonds anc at least 
one other trick. If that trick be in the 
Club suit, No Trump doubtless would 
work well, but if it be the King-Queen 
of either Spades or Hearts the No 
Trump might be disastrous. The bid 
of two Diamonds, instead of & pass ur 
a preempting bid, is made to give 
South the oppotrunity of making 4 
secondary Major bid if he have a long 
weak Major.

At one time a few experts 
contended that, with Majors of equal 
length, Spades always should be given 
the preference over Hearts in answering 
a partner's informatory double; but 
more lately common sense has recog- 
nized that, as game can be made equal- 
ly well with either Major, the impor- 
tant thing Is to show the stronger 
Major.
